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FOREWORD 


The Boston Public Schools have the responsibility to ensure that every child in every classroom 
receives a uniformly high quality education with instruction based on a clear, well-developed 
curriculum. The leadership of each school has the responsibility to provide for an atmosphere 
conducive to good teaching, successful learning, and healthy social development. 


We take our responsibility seriously to ensure the proper allocation and management of resources, 
for making educational decisions which ensure that every child has access to the services he or she 
needs, and for providing those services effectively and efficiently. We must seek to improve the 
achievement of all of our students in measurable ways—through higher test scores, increased job 
placements, and greater numbers seeking continuing or higher education. A quality educational 
program will be its own inducement toward attracting and retaining students, and — not incidentally — 
will enhance that very necessary public support and proper funding of our schools. 


The 1981-82 School Profiles have been prepared to 1) assist the professional staff in examining and 
improving school programs, and 2) provide parents, students, organizations, and members of the 
community with information on student performance and other school factors. These data will be used 
to strengthen the building-by-building accountability, to improve communications between each 
school and the parents and children it serves, to provide a common objective basis for recognizing 
successful programs in individual schools that can be disseminated to others and for identifying 
priorities for resource allocation. We will develop similar Profiles for the 1982-83 year and succeeding 
years so that on a year-by-year basis information regarding our educational efforts can be reviewed. 


The Profile is a very valuable instrument which can give us the means to assess our schools, and set 
individual school goals. It should be used to enable staff, parents and students to better understand 
where their school is at a point in time. It should not be used to arrive at simplistic judgements or 
comparisons among schools. 


The Profiles should be put to useful and effective purposes. They should be used to look at our 
schools objectively; to improve the communication between a school and its patrons; to identify early 
weaknesses in school programs or student performance, and to identify conditions which may stand 
in the way of the school’s success. 


These data should be reviewed periodically by school staff and action plans developed, in 
cooperation with parents and the school community, that focus upon the resolution of identified needs 
and weaknesses. Through cooperative effort we will together strengthen our school programs and 


improve the education of all of our students.

BOSTON PUBLIC SCHOOL PROFILES 
A Report of the Boston Public Schools to the Community 
1981-82 


INTRODUCTION 


Recent educational trends have included a growing interest in accountability to the public. The need 
for improved communications expands as educational problems become more complex. The use of 
educational planning is becoming a part of the systematic process of the development and renewal of 
educational systems. Creative educators will continue to need and use information such as that 
provided herein. The Boston Public School system is beginning to use the reservoir of information 
available to analyze and make informed decisions about educational planning and programs. 


The Profiles include achievement test data in reading and mathematics in May of the 1981-82 school 
year as well as attendance information, school enrollment data and analysis of each school by 
race/ethnic group enrollment. Compilation and presentation of school-by-school data are provided 
for all elementary, middle and high schools. The information in the Boston Public School Profiles is an 
index of general school performance. It is not possible nor would it be useful to include all of the 
specific testing outcomes and diagnostic information that results from the testing program. This type 
of information is provided to the professional staff for their use in planning for instruction. 


Within the past two years the School Committee and Superintendent have developed systemwide 
educational priorities. These priorities are organized into three general areas: Quality Education, 
Equal Access and Accountability. Following is a general overview of each of the priority areas. In the 
appendices there are brief descriptions of some programs and projects/activities under development 
related to the priorities. 


QUALITY EDUCATION 


Our schools should help each student to master the basic skills of learning —reading 
comprehension, speaking, writing, and mathematics — and to develop the ability to solve problems, 
evaluate ideas and acquire useful knowledge. Every student should have the opportunity for education 
in an atmosphere that encourages academic excellence, free exchange of ideas, and maximum 
personal growth. 


This administration is committed to the development of a citywide promotional policy that is based 
upon strong central curriculum standards that are being developed in all subject areas at all levels of 
the school system and a systematic approach to testing. We must have policies and standards which 
ensure that students are academically prepared to move from grade to grade and to graduate from 
high school with minimum competency in reading comprehension, writing skills and mathematics. We 
have an obligation to students and parents to ensure that our graduates possess the academic 
competencies necessary for higher education, for adult life, and for employment. 


Student promotion will be based, in part, on tests which are geared to the curriculum objectives so 
that teachers have a clear idea of what is to be tested, and students are given an opportunity to learn the 
appropriate materials. The promotional policy will be part of the minimum requirements for high 
school graduation. Comprehensive remedial, tutorial and diagnostic procedures will be developed 
and be available to those students who fail to achieve acceptable levels of performance on the tests. 
Finally, we will be reviewing and streamlining all of our testing and evaluation procedures to ensure 
that they integrate well with promotional policies and that they provide meaningful data to assist 
teachers with student diagnosis and instructional strategies. 


The Boston Public Schools strive to develop and to provide programs that 1) ensure parental and 
student confidence in the ability of each school to provide a climate that is safe and orderly, fair and

non-discriminatory; and 2) assist and provide supportive activities for administrators, teachers and 
other staff in their quest for furnishing effective teaching/learning environments. 


EQUAL ACCESS 


The school system must ensure equal educational opportunities for all students and eliminate any 
vestiges of racial/ethnic group inequalities. It must offer a first-rate desegregated education to all 
students. It must ensure that bilingual students have the benefits of their native language while they are 
learning English. It must ensure appropriate education for all students with special educational needs. 
Finally, there must be certainty that all of our teachers and students learn with, understand, appreciate 
and relate well with people from all racial/ethnic backgrounds. 


ACCOUNTABILITY 


Each school employee at each level of the School Department should be held accountable for his or 
her overall performance. The Superintendent, Deputy Superintendents, and Community 
Superintendents are responsible for providing the direction to ensure educationally productive 
programs and sound management and fiscal approaches. Senior staff and other support personnel 
are responsible for providing the appropriate coordination and resources to enable the schools to 
carry out the primary mission of the system—providing for effective schools. The Principals, 
Headmasters and teachers are accountable for the overall performance of the students in their care — 
achievement, student attendance, special education referrals, dropout rates and discipline referrals.

BOSTON PUBLIC SCHOOLS 
TESTING PROGRAM 1981-82 


OVERVIEW 


During the 1981-82 school year, Boston’s systemwide testing program had three major 
components: 1) the Degrees of Reading Power Test; 2) the Massachusetts Basic Skills Improvement 
Program; and 3) the Metropolitan Achievement Test in Reading and Mathematics. Each of these tests 
was administered with a specific purpose in mind, and each yielded a different type of information 
concerning student performance. The following description of each of these tests is provided to 
enable the reader of the Profiles to have an understanding of the test scores in each school's profile. 


SPECIFIC TESTS 


A. Degrees of Reading Power (DRP) 


This test is different from traditional standardized reading tests because it measures a student's 
ability to process and understand prose in context, rather than determine where one student ranks 
relative to another. It was administered to Boston students for the first time in March, 1982 for students 
in grades four through twelve. 


In each test booklet reading passages are arranged in order of difficulty, beginning with easy 
materials and progressing to harder levels. A student's reading power is determined by the number of 
passages he/she can read with comprehension. Test items are formed by the deletion of words from 
each passage and students must select the response that more appropriately fits the blanks. All of the 
content information required to select the correct response is provided in the text of the passages. 


In Appendix M you will find Systemwide DRP Median Scores for March, 1982, further explanation of 
the DRP test units and sample reading passages with corresponding DRP scores. 


B. Massachusetts Basic Skills Improvement Program 


The Massachusetts Policy for Basic Skills Improvement mandated that by September, 1980 all 
school districts in the state would establish minimum standards for basic skills competency in reading, 
mathematics, and writing at the early elementary, late elementary, and secondary levels. By 
September, 1982 that Policy was to be expanded to include listening skills. Each school district was 
allowed to choose its own test to measure these basic skills, and also to set its own standards to 
establish minimum competency. 


Remedial plans must be established for any student who fails to achieve the minimum standard, and 
these plans must be kept as part of the student's permanent record. At the secondary level, the student 
continues to re-take any or all sections of the test that he/she did not pass until mastery is achieved. In 
Appendix N the results of the 1981 and 1982 Basic Skills Improvement Program are provided as well as 
additional information on the tests. 


C. Metropolitan Achievement Tests/Reading and Mathematics 


In the spring of 1982, students in Grades 1 - 11 in the Boston Public Schools were administered the 
Metropolitan Reading Test. The Mathematics test was administered to students in Grades 4,6, and 9. 
Since these tests are norm-referenced, they show where one student ranks reiative to another. They 
also present a picture of the achievement of Boston students compared with other students 
nationwide.

The Reading test consists of a number of passages arranged in order of difficulty from easy to hard. 
After reading each passage, the student is expected to answer questions about what has been read. 
Some of the questions are literal; that is, taken directly from the passage, while others require that the 
student think about and interpret the information presented. The Mathematics test consists of items 
involving computation and problem solving for which the student must choose the correct answer. 
Again, the problems are arranged in order of difficulty. For both the Reading and Mathematics test, the 
student's score is based on the number of items that he/she answers correctly. These scores are 
converted into standardized scores so that comparative statements can be made. 


The information gained from these tests is used at the local school level for general planning, for 
group placement and for monitoring of group performance. At the district and system levels, the 
results are used as part of the overall assessment of student achievement for system-wide planning 


and evaluation. 


INFORMATION ON THE SCHOOL PROFILES 


The information presented for each school is of four types: description, enrollment, attendance, and 


student achievement. 


DESCRIPTION 
A short narrative of the school’s educational emphasis, additional programs, and staffing 


information is included at the beginning of the Profile. It is intended to provide an overview of the 
school and its programmatic offerings. 


ENROLLMENT 

The first section shows the number of students in the different programs; however, not all 
programs are in all schools. Under Enrollment, the Mainstream and Substantially Separate 
categories refer to students receiving special education services. See Appendix G. The second 
section reflects the racial/ethnic make-up of the student body in percentages. 


ATTENDANCE 

The attendance data are based on average daily attendance figures for the 1981-82 school year. 
The ranking is based on the number of schools at the same level (i.e., elementary, middle, or high) 
in the district and in the system. 


STUDENT ACHIEVEMENT 

The reading achievement information listed at the top of the chart, is presented for each grade in 
the school, up through grade 11. The mathematics data are given only for grades 4, 6 and 9 since 
the test was administered only in those grades. In the Student Achievement Chart, five statistics for 
1982 are presented. 


1) Median Grade Percentile for School 
2) Median Grade Percentile for District 
3) Median Grade Percentile for System 
4) Numerical Rank Within District 
5) Numerical Rank Within System 


1. Median Percentile — this statistic provides two types of information in asingle number. First, it 
tells the middle score achieved by students within a particular grade and secondly, it tells how 
the students did compared with their peers across the country. 


For example, in the sample below we find that the 1982 median percentile for grade 1 students 
was 53. This means that all the percentile scores for grade 1 students in the Model School were 
arranged in order and the middle score in the ranking was 53. This middle score is also called a 
median.

Secondly, the word percentile refers to the percentage of students, nationwide who scored 
below this point. In other words, the average or middle ranking student in the Model School had 
a score which was better than 53% of the students nationwide. Of course this implies that half 
the students in the Model School had scores lower than 53, and the other half had scores above 


53. 


2. District Median Percentile —this statistic is interpreted in the same manner as the median 
percentile, except that it is based on all grade 1 students in the district, rather than all grade 1 
students in the school. 


In the sample we see that the grade 1 median for the district in which the Model School is 
located is 47. This number tells us two facts: 1) Grade 1 students in the Model School on average 
performed better than their peers in the district; and 2) the middle ranking student in the district 
had a score which was better than 47% of the students nationwide. 


3. System Median Percentile — this statistic is also interpreted in the same manner as the median 
percentile, except that it is based on all Grade 1 students in the system, rather than the school. 


The sample indicates that the system's median score is 52. We can, therefore, conclude that 
the Model School's Grade 1 students on average achieved higher than the school system's 
Grade 1 students, and the average grade 1 student in the system had a score which was better 
than 52% of the students nationwide. 


4. Numerical Rank Within District — This ranking indicates where each grade within the school 
stood relative to other schools in the district at that level (i.e., elementary, middle, or high). 
There are more schools in some grades than in others because grades were eliminated from the 
rankings if fewer than 10 students took the test. For example, if a school had 14 students in 
Grade 3 who took the test, but only 8 students in grade 4 who took the test, the school would be 
included in the rankings of Grade 3, but would be eliminated from Grade 4 rankings. 


In the sample for the Model School we see that Grade 1 ranked third highest out of the 12 first 
grades in the district. This ranking is based on the school’s grade 1 median percentile of 53. 


5. Numerical Rank Within System — This ranking is interpreted in the same manner as the district 
numerical ranking, except that it is based on where the school stood relative to other schools in 
the system at that grade. 


The sample for the Model School shows that its first grade ranked 25th out of the 78 first 
grades in the system. As before, this ranking is based on the school’s grade 1 median percentile 
of 53. 


Exam Schools and Schools with Advanced Work Classes 


Some schools and grade levels at certain schools rank high because of a student selectivity factor. 
Boston Latin School, Boston Latin Academy and Boston Technical High have a written examination 
(Secondary School Admission Test) as an entrance requirement. Students in grades 4, 5, and 6 are 
eligible for Advanced Work Classes (AWC) based on scores achieved on the Metropolitan Reading 
and Math Tests. This should be kept in mind if you compare the test results of the Exam Schools and 
or/grades that have AWC Programs, with other schools.

TAFT MIDDLE SCHOOL 


The Taft Middle School (built in 1936), one of the seven School Based Management Schools, is 
organized into five smaller schools. Cognitive mapping was adopted in 1979. As much as possible 
student learning styles are matched with the teaching styles of the teachers. Computer literacy, typing 
and office management, career education, home economics, industrial arts, theatre arts, and 
geography are offered in addition to the five academic subjects. Microcomputers are used extensively 
for math, reading and writing instructions. Mastery learning is being introduced this year and will be 
adopted school-wide in the coming academic years. For a selected number of students, programs in 
music, art and leadership training are provided through collaborative efforts with Thompson's Island 
Commonwealth School, School Volunteers for Boston, and Boston University.

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CHARLES E. MACKEY MIDDLE SCHOOL

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QUALITY EDUCATION 
A. CURRICULUM OBJECTIVES AND COMPETENCY 


The writing of new citywide curriculum objectives, K-12, in Language Arts, Reading, Mathematics, 
Science and Social Studies is a major undertaking, and the first such undertaking in over a decade in 
the Boston Public Schools. Objectives spell out exactly what students should learn (concepts and 
skills) by the end of each school year. 


During 1982, some significant steps were taken toward this goal. In early February, preliminary 
drafts of curriculum objectives in Mathematics and Reading/Language Arts were released to 
elementary and middle school teachers and administrators for their critical review. In May the School 
Committee approved K-8 Mathematics and Reading/Language arts objectives. By 1984 there will be 
systemwide curricula for all subject areas at all levels. 


The new curriculum objectives documents spell out what should be taught, but they do not mandate 
how teachers should get their students to the objectives. Since different methods and materials work 
for different teachers and students in different settings, there is considerable flexibility for 
professionals to find the most creative and effective ways to reach the objectives. Key components of 
the overall curriculum policy is the writing of competency tests geared to the new objectives and the 
development of standards and promotional policies which are an outgrowth of the tests and 
objectives. 


B. PROFESSIONAL DEVELOPMENT 
The Institute for Professional Development was created in 1982 to develop a comprehensive, 
inservice program that supports the system's priorities/goals and the needs of the professional staff. 


It employs varied professional development approaches aimed at (1) improving the 
teaching/learning process; (2) increasing the knowledge base and instructional skills of teachers; (3) 
increasing the skills of principals and headmasters in their roles as instructional leaders; (4) increasing 
the quantity and quality of professional growth and in-service training opportunities available to 
Boston Public Schools staff; (5) making more effective use of the talents and skills of gifted 
professionals; and (6) making more effective use of the curricular and instructional resources of 
college/university, business and cultural partners. 


Computer uses in education, orientation for teachers on the new curriculum objectives, special 
programs and support services for teachers who are teaching at a new grade level and/or subject for 
the first time and a series of workshops and mini-courses on the teaching of writing, were and some of 
the activities implemented by the Institute. 


C. ALTERNATIVE PROGRAMS 

Alternative education programs are designed to provide students with learning environments that 
offer an option to the curriculum, instructional style and organizational structure present within the 
regular school program. In most cases, alternative programs are small schools or schools within 
schools offering increased programmatic control to participants, intensified teacher-student 
interaction, continuity of program and participants across grade levels, and an integrated instructional 
program. These programs are designed to increase the level and rate of students’ academic 
achievement, enhance students’ feelings of worth and self-esteem and decrease absenteeism and 
disciplinary problems. The programs are designed for any student, with a particular interest in 
attracting students, of all ability levels, who have been unsuccessful in the regular education program. 
These students represent a broad array of needs and interests, demanding innovative approaches to 
curriculum, instruction, environment, credentialing and governance. Likewise, alternative programs 
represent a programmatic diversity reflective of these needs and interests. Following is a brief 
overview of two of the alternative programs in the Boston Public Schools — Another Course to College 
(ACC) and Boston Prep. 

Another Course To College (ACC) 

The ACC/UMASS-Boston Program is a joint transitional studies program of the Boston Public 
Schools and the University of Massachusetts-Boston, Harbor Campus. It provides two years of 
traditional and intensive college preparatory work covering a student's junior and senior high school 
years. 
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ACC is a program students enter through their home school’s flexible campus program. Students 
maintain their membership in their assigned high school and may participate in extracurricular 
activities there. Diplomas are issued by the home school. Since ACC is a program, all grades, 
attendance and course points are kept and regularly reported to the home school. ACC students are 
official members of UMASS-Boston student body, have UMASS |.D. cards and access to UMASS 
facilities. 


Boston Prep 


Boston Prep was initiated in October 1982 in order to provide an appropriate programmatic option 
for high school students demonstrating low achievement, poor attendance, and in some cases, 
disciplinary problems. The program is targeted for over-aged high school students, at least sixteen 
years of age and at least two years behind grade level. One hundred students are enrolled. . 


Boston Prep offers a competency-based, mastery learning-centered curriculum, with graduation 
determined by a student’s successful demonstration of competence in a variety of disciplines: 
Communications, Computation, Government and Law, Occupational Preparedness, Personal and 
Family Health, Consumer Awareness and Aesthetic Studies. Instruction and assessment of 
competence is individualized to the greatest extent, offering students an opportunity to accelerate or 
decelerate through their program of studies, given their particular learning needs. Opportunities for 
enrichment are available to each student who has demonstrated a prescribed level of competence, 
with experiential learning activities an integral part of the total curriculum. 


D. VOCATIONAL AND OCCUPATIONAL EDUCATION 


The Hubert H. Humphrey Occupational Resource Center, a skills-training center (opened in 
September 1980), prepares Boston Public School students for entry-level and long-range 
employment. The purpose of the Humphrey Center is education — not merely skills training. Emphasis 
is on performance in relation to working-world standards. 


The Humphrey Center has an individualized and personalized curriculum which is competency 
based. Students learn and acquire competencies at their own rate and therefore gain a sense of 
achievement whether they are enrolled for one year or four years. 


The success of the Humphrey Center depends on its linkage with the working world— business, 
industry, labor, education, government, and community. Each cluster has an Advisory Committee—a 
group of citizens from community, business, labor, and industry who voluntarily and collectively, 
advise the staff on planning, implementation, and evaluation of sound vocational/occupational 
programs based on the needs of students, community, region, and state. Although Advisory 
Committees are not new to Boston, they are new to the Humphrey Center, whose unique and 
innovative programs depend on timely input from advisory members.

E. PARTNERSHIP ALLIANCE 


The Federal Court’s desegregation order in 1975 provided for collaboration between Boston area 
colleges and universities, cultural organizations and businesses and the school system to assist with 
curriculum and instructional improvement and overall school program development. 


The Partnership Alliance (PA) is partly a response to a statement in a Transition Report to the 
Superintendent (September 1981) which stated: 


“The proper utilization and management of these resources is the key to the School Department's 
capability to launch the kinds of initiatives that are needed to move in the direction of effective 
instruction.” 
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Since a clear structure was lacking to provide for the efficient, effective and coordinated use of 
external resources, the Partnership Alliance concept was formulated in September 1981. It has been 
gradually evolving into a viable entity of service to the school system. 


The Alliance is a working Board made up of representatives from the Chamber of Commerce, 
Cultural Education Collaborative, College/University Pairings, Private Industry Council, 
Neighborhood Development and Employment Agency, Educational Collaborative of Greater Boston, 
School Volunteers for Boston, Trilateral Council, Citywide Parents Council, Citywide Education 
Coalition and Social Service Agencies. The three Deputy Superintendents and the Manager of the 
Institute for Professional Development also serve on the Board. The Superintendent’s Office has a staff 
liaison assigned to the Partnership Alliance. 


The objectives of the Partnership Alliance are to: 


1. increase communication between BPS and members of resource agencies in order to 
facilitate a coordinated response to needs and priorities of the school system; 


2. recommend BPS initiatives which take advantage of expertise and resources available 
throughout the community; 


3. provide technical assistance and resources to BPS Central Administration, District Offices 
and schools for program planning and development; 


4. facilitate and encourage inter-agency information sharing and program development, 
including joint fundraising; 


5. develop long-term strategies for effective and efficient use by BPS of external resources; 
and 


6. increase public awareness of the unique model of utilization of external resources by BPS. 
F. THE BOSTON COMPACT 

The Boston Compact is an idea which has evolved to meet the challenge facing the city’s high 
schools. It represents a partnership among city government, business, universities, cultural and 
community organizations, and the School Department itself to take some dramatic steps on behalf of 


the city’s high school students. Indeed, as an agreement among these constituencies, the Compact 
may be unique in the nation. 


The Compact has two elements which are unique in view of the past experience of Boston: 


1. A bargain between schools and business in which both sides commit themselves to 
measurable goals. 


2. A broad-based Compact in which, for the first time, the full array of external organizations 
agree on a common plan of action with the School Department. 


The success of the bargain will be measured by the following goals: 


1. A five percent increase per year in the number of students who graduate as compared with 
the number who entered ninth grade. 


2. By 1986, all graduates will demonstrate the reading and math skills necessary for 
employment through the achievement of minimum competency standards established by 
the School Committee. 


3. A five percent increase per year in the number of graduates who are placed in jobs or in 
further education. 


The central business/industry role is to establish and implement a mechanism to give priority hiring 
to Boston Public School graduates. The specific goals for the business side of the Compact are to: 


1. sign up 200 companies to participate in the priority hiring effort. 
2. place 400 qualified graduates in jobs by September of 1983. 


3. provide summer jobs for 1,000 students.

EQUAL ACCESS 


G. SPECIAL EDUCATION 


The focus of the Special Education development efforts in recent years has been to design and 
implement a continuum of Special Education programs in a way that insures a coordinated and 
sequential range of educational offerings. The program, when viewed collectively, enables parents of 
special needs children to look forward with some predictability to a system that meets their children’s 
continuing needs from age three (3) to age twenty-two (22) and to prepare their children for 
independent living and employment as adults. Approximately 12,000 students receive special 
education services. 


Resource Room Program 


The Resource Room Program serves students with diverse special education needs that are usually 
mild to moderate in degree. Students attend the Resource Room for specific periods of time as a 
support to their regular education program, where special services, programs, equipment, and small 
group instruction are available as specified in Individual Education Plans. 


Supportive Academic Remediation Program (SAR) 


The SAR program is designed for moderately disabled students ages 5 through 21 who are identified 
as having moderate disabilities attributable to mental retardation. Students in this program are 
provided with substantially separate small group instruction but are often mainstreamed for part of the 
day into regular education programs. 


Educational and Social Development Program (ESD) 


The ESD program is designed for students ages 5-22 who are identified as having moderate to 
severe disabilities, attributable to mental retardation. These students receive substantially separate, 
small group instruction. ; 


Learning Adaptive Behavior (L/AB) 


The L/AB Program provides small structured classes for students with moderate to severe emotional 
and/or behavioral handicaps. The purpose of the program is to teach adaptive behavior techniques 
which offer continuity, stability, security and a sense of achievement to each student for a success 
oriented return to regular education programs. 


The L/AB Cluster Programs have been developed over the past three years to serve students who 
have significant behavior and emotional needs within a group of classrooms located in a regular 
school. L/AB Cluster Programs offer academic, clinical and pre-vocational services on site. 


Bilingual Special Education Program 


The Bilingual Special Education Program consists of a variety of services provided to bilingual 
students (those who speak English and another language) and to students who speak little or no 
English. The McKinley Middle and High Schools and the Tileston School offer programs in 
separate buildings to students, age 12 to 22, who experience low-motivation, truancy, school 
behavior problems, learning disabilities or emotional problems. These programs supply the 
students with academic instruction, occupational and pre-vocational training, and support services 
in a highly disciplined, yet sensitive, atmosphere. 


Early Childhood Learning Centers 


The Early Childhood Learning Centers are pre-school programs located in each of the nine districts 
which provide screening and educational services to children who are 3, 4, and 5 years of age with 
special needs. Children are eligible for Early Childhood services who may be at risk in regular 
education, have developmental delays, language or hearing impairments, language delays, or may be 
multi-handicapped. 
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Developmental Day Care Programs (DDC) 


The DDC program is designed for students ages 3-22 who are identified as having severe and 
profound disabilities attributable to mental retardation. The program focuses on developing self-help 
skills, motor development, language skills and social responses. 


In addition to the above, specialized programs are available for the visually and hearing impaired, 
students with physical disabilities and those with speech and language problems. Students with 
hearing problems are mainstreamed to the greatest extent possible with students who have normal 
hearing. Many physically handicapped students are also mainstreamed depending on their needs and 
abilities. 


H. MULTI-CULTURAL EXPERIENCES 


To ensure that all of our students learn to understand and appreciate the differences and similarities 
of all people, we must continue to avoid stereotyping our students by race or sex. All students must 
have equal access to programs offered in the Boston Public Schools. We must be sure that our staffs 
are integrated and working harmoniously to serve as positive role models. We must provide whatever 
resources are needed, be they staff development, racial sensitivity workshops, or just a very strong 
emphasis on multi-cultural education, to help our students and personnel realize that they have been 
provided with the opportunity to gain an awareness and appreciation of racial and cultural diversity. 


|. BILINGUAL EDUCATION PROGRAMS 


Bilingual Education programs respond to the need of students who do not speak English when they 
enter the Boston Public Schools. In the beginning, the use of the native language for classroom 
instruction allows the education of the student to continue uninterrupted from home to school. As the 
student progresses in his study of English, through English-as-a-Second Language (ESL) classes, 
he/she is able to integrate into other academic areas with English speaking students. 


Research has shown that a better command of English is achieved if school begins with the native 
language as English is introduced gradually. The process of change from one language to another is 
gradual and may take up to three years, or more if a student is in need. 


The instructional objectives of the program are: (1) the development of reading and writing skills at 
first in the native language; (2) the development of oral comprehension, speaking, reading and writing 
of English; (3) instruction in the history and culture of the country of the student's first language, and in 
the history and culture of the United States. The program is a full-time program of instruction. 
Bilingual classes are composed of students who are at approximately the same age level and level of 
educational achievement. 


From the beginning of their schooling in bilingual programs, students are integrated in all those 
subject areas where their command of English is not exclusively required, i.e., in areas of music, art 
and physical education. 
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ACCOUNTABILITY 
J. SCHOOL BASED MANAGEMENT PROJECT (SBM) 


In August 1981, the Superintendent stated, “We must decentralize some key decisions to the school 
building level and empower those who are closest to teachers and students and are most familiar with 
the issues.” Good schools cannot be mass-produced. They must be crafted one-by-one, and they 
must be tended by the people who have a direct stake in their continued success—the principals, 
teachers, parents, community people, and most importantly, the students they serve. The School 
Based Management Project in the Boston Public Schools began in 1982 to support the importance of 
the individual school site as the basic unit for decision making within the system. The project is along- 
term planning and implementation effort designed to improve the ability of individual schools to 
provide effective instruction to students, promote educational change and maintain educational 
excellence in accordance with systemwide policies. 


The fundamental tenet of School Based Management is that school-based procedures and policies, 
involvement of parents and teachers in decision-making at the school level, and flexibility and control 
of school site resources will improve the quality of education. In each school, there is a continual, 
ongoing shared decision-making process which addresses the unique needs of the individual school. 


Seven schools participated in the first phase of School Based Management: Elementary Schools — 
Trotter, Haley, Quincy; Middle Schools — Taft; High Schools — Jamaica Plain, Madison Park, Boston 
Latin. 


K. BOSTON SCHOOL IMPROVEMENT PROGRAM (BSIP) 


While School Based Management focuses on management issues, the Boston School Improvement 
Project focuses on student achievement at the individual school level. 


The Boston School Improvement Program (BSIP) was developed and initiated in nine schools (five 
elementary and four middle) during the 1981-82 school year. The primary goal of the Program is to 
assist schools in the process of self-improvement, particularly in the area of basic skills. 


School-based planning committees with representation from across the school community are the 
mechanisms for the improvement process. Teachers, parents, administrators, collaborative 
representatives, and students at the middle and secondary school levels have the responsibility for 
developing comprehensive educational plans focused on identified needs in five areas. The areas 
identified in research and practice across the nation are characteristics of effective schools. The five 
areas selected for the BSIP are those in the research of Ronald Edmonds, former Deputy Chancellor 
for Curriculum and Instruction in the New York City Schools. The areas are administrative leadership, 
instructional emphasis on basic skills, teacher expectations, school climate and regular ne frequent 
assessment of pupil progress. 


Schools in the first pilot cycle of the BSIP are: Elementary — Winship, Parkman, Endicott, Warren- 
Prescott, and Trotter; Middle—Lewenberg, Thompson, McCormack, and Barnes. 


L. CITYWIDE PARENTS COUNCIL (CPC) 


In October 1974 the Federal District Court established, as part of its remedial orders in the Boston 
Desegregation case, Parents Councils in every public school in the city. The purpose of these councils 
was to insure adequate and impartial investigation and responsible recommendations on racially and 
ethnically oriented problems arising at the school; to create a means of communication amongst 
parents, teachers, students and administrators regarding the solution of such problems; and to 
promote an environment of understanding and common purpose among the various elements of the 
community so that the best available education may be offered to all children: 


During the summer of 1982 Judge W. Arthur Garrity, Jr., approved a reorganization of the parent 
council structure based on a Self-Evaluation Task Force report prepared by Boston Public School 
parents during the summer of 1982. There are School Parent Councils (SPCs) at each school, nine 
District Parents Councils and a Citywide Parents Council (CPC) (composed of parents elected from 
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among School Parent Council Executive Committee members in each district.) Councils at all three 
levels have equal numbers of Black, White, Hispanic and Asian-American parents where possible. The 
self-evaluation also brought about a greater emphasis on activities at the local school level and the 
direction of resources here rather than at the citywide level. 


The major goal of the CPC and local councils is to insure that a quality, desegregated education is 
being provided to all children in the Boston Public Schools. Major activities include: 


1) Monitoring the School Department's compliance with the Court's desegregation orders; 


2) Monitoring the extent to which a quality desegregated education is being provided to all children 
in the Boston Public Schools; 


3) Implementing a November 1982 Agreement between the Citywide Parents Council and the 
Boston School Committee which calls for meaningful parent participation in each of the following 
areas: monthly school update reports, the annual budget review and development process, 
evaluation of Principals/Headmasters and Community Superintendents, development of major 
new school system plans or policies, screening committees for Principals and Guidance 
Counselors as well as other major administrative positions for the school system, and collective 
bargaining negotiations between the Boston Public Schools and unions such as the Boston 
Teachers Union and Boston Association of School Administrators and Supervisors. 
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TEST INFORMATION 
M. DEGREES OF READING POWER 
Systemwide DRP Results 


Listed below are the citywide median scores obtained by the students in Grades 4 through 12 when 
they took the test for the first time in March, 1982. The median score refers to the score obtained by the 
middle ranking student within each grade. To make these scores more meaningful, we have included 
below some sample passages with corresponding DRP scores.

Explanation of DRP Units 


The total number of items that the student answers correctly is converted into what is called a DRP 
unit. DRP units form a scale to measure prose difficulty, just as degrees form a scale to measure 
temperature. The DRP scale ranges from 15 to 100 units. A score of 15 units describes ability to read 
extremely easy prose. At the other end of the scale, a score of 100 DRP units.represents the ability to 
read the most difficult prose imaginable. 


You might ask, “What does the teacher do with this DRP unit information for each student?” The 
answer lies in the fact that just as a student’s ability to read prose in context.can be rated in DRP units, 
so can actual prose itself be rated, including textbooks. For example, commonly encountered English 
text runs about 30 DRP units at the easy end of the scale to about 85 DRP units at the difficult end. By 
comparing the student’s DRP score with the DRP score of a given textbook, teachers can match 
students with their proper reading level text. And those texts can be changed as a student's reading 
power improves.

They have 
existed on earth since before the era of the dinosaurs. 


60 The most ancient hand tool yet identified is the stone ax. Such instruments are more 
than 250,000 years old. Hand axes were made either from flint or from a fine-grained 
rock that would provide a sharp edge. Using asecond stone, flakes were hammered off 
around the edges. The resulting tool had a jagged cutting edge down each side. It had 
a crude point and a smooth, round butt. During the thousands of years in which this 
tool was used it underwent relatively slight changes in form. 


72 The ancient Romans’ concept of justice and their view of individual rights continue to 
be guiding forces in contemporary western society. Their code, developed by the 
emperor Justinian, for example, stated that no person was punishable for his 
thoughts, that fathers could not be compelled to bear witness against their sons, nor 
sons against their fathers, and that the burden of proof rested with the accuser, not 
with the party denying the accusation. 


N. BASIC SKILLS IMPROVEMENT PROGRAM 


In both 1981 and 1982 Boston administered the Individual Criterion Referenced Test (ICRT) in 
reading and mathematics to grade 2 and 5 students. These grades were chosen to comply with the 
mandate that early and later elementary levels be tested. The ICRT is a commercially developed test 
that measures the student’s mastery of subskills in both reading and mathematics. 


For testing at the secondary level, grade 8 students were administered the reading and mathematics 
tests that were developed by the state for the express purpose of implementing the Basic Skills Policy. 
Boston joined 85% of the school districts in the state that used these secondary level tests. 


The chart that follows lists the results of the Basic Skills Improvement Program for 1981 and 1982. 
For grades 2, 5, and 8 the percentage of students by race that achieved minimum competency is listed 
for the areas of reading, writing, and mathematics. 


Also included in the chart is a description of the criteria necessary for minimal competence. In 
reading and mathematics these standards are based on correctly answering a certain number of test 
questions. 


In writing at grade 2 the teachers score the students’ writing analytically while at grades 5 and 8 the 
writing is scored holistically. Analytic scoring refers to a process whereby discrete elements in the 
students’ writing passage are examined relative to specific objectives. Holistic scoring, on the other 
hand, refers to a process whereby the student's writing sample is examined in its entirety. Elements 
such as spelling, punctuation, grammar, clarity of thought, etc., are considered collectively and a 
single score from 1 to 4 is assigned to each student's paper. Each student's writing sample is reviewed 
by four teachers. The score assigned represents their cumulative rating. 
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
